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Delay Action On 
Price And Wage 
Controls Order 


Dispute Over Wage 
Controls Holds Up 
Price*Wage Freeze

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.— 
A dispute over wage controls 
stalled the government’s price- 
wage curb plans today and 
s o m e stabilization officials 
forecast • further delay in is­ 
suance of a freeze order. 
The long-awaited directive, 
first promised for Thursday 
and then put off until today, 
may now be held up until Sat­ 
urday. 
One factor in the picture is that 
both the stock exchange and com­ 
modity markets will be closed Sat­ 
urday afternoon and would not be 
disturbed by the drastic anti-infla­ 
tion decree. 
Reason for Delay 
The chief reason for delay, how­ 
ever, is said to be the wage tangle. 
Price officials asserted they could 
have moved at any time in the past 
two days but are taking advantage 
of the postponement to polish up 
¿heir order. 
Defense Mobilizer Charles E. 
Wilson and Economic Stabilizer 
Eric Johnston are expected to be 
thoroughly questioned about the 
situation in a scheduled appear­ 
ance this afternoon before the 
joint congressional economic com­ 
mittee. 
Labor members of Cyrus S. 
Ching’s nine-man wage stabiliza­ 
tion board reportedly have flatly 
refused to give their endorsement 
to any wage “freeze”—even though 
temporary. 
Officials believe that the pay 
freeze will have to be ordered by 
Johnston, 
who 
supervises 
the 
operations of both Ching and Price 
Administrator Michael V. Disalle. 
Joint Announcement 
The original plans called for Di­ 
salle, and Ching to announce the 
price-wage order jointly, but Ching 
has been unable in a series of day 
and night conferences to get unan­ 
imity among the board members..

Gen. MacArthur 
Reviews Guard 
On 71st Birthday

26. — General 
Douglas MacArthur began his ob­ 
servance of his 71st birthday an­ 
niversary today by reviewing his 
crack honor guard at his home at 
the American embassy in Tokyo. 
The United Nations commander 
chatted with three soldiers in the 
honor guard—one a former mar­ 
ine—Then strode briskly between 
the parallel lines of guardsmen 
down the embassy driveway. 
The single deviation from previ­ 
ous birthday observances was this 
—Mrs. MacArthur watched her il­ 
lustrious husband leave the house 
for the first time on his birthday. 
As far as is known she'had never 
b e f o r e witnessed MacArthur’s 
birthday 
review 
of his 
honor 
guard. 
Colonel Sid Huff, MacArthur’s 
senior aide and the officer who 
has served with him longer than 
any other, met the general at thq 
embassy gates and was the iirst to 
congratulate him in public on his 
birthday. 
The high point of General Mac­ 
Arthur’s birth was 
presentation 
of his son’s gift. 
Young Arthur 
MacArthur gave 
his 
father a 
hand-tooled 
10-inch-long 
ivory 
letter opener like an ancient Egyp­ 
tian dagger. Arthur secretly fash­ 
ioned the opener in his private 
workshop during a two-month pe­ 
riod with a warrant officer who is 
his tutor. 
The youngster used tooth pow­ 
der to put the final luster on the 
gift. Each year he gives his father 
a hand-made gift. 
In the past 
three gifts have included an oil 
painting which the general de­ 
scribed as “better than a Rem­ 
brandt”.

Canadian Foreign Minister Les­ 
ter B. Pearson, who is one of 
the three members of the U. N.

for a conference with Peiping. 
Pearson offered no formal resolu­ 
tion on his proposal. 
Seven-Power Conference

house armed services committee 
considers today drafting non-vet­ 
erans who married after the U. S. 
entered the Korean war last June 
27. 
While the committee wrestled 
with the problem of increasing the 
draft pool of eligible men, the de­ 
fense department and selective 
service put a brake on the rush of 
draft-eligible college men to re­ 
cruiting officers. 
Orders were Issued permitting 
students to pick their branch of 
sendee and then obtain a ‘ post­ 
ponement of induction” until the 
end of the school year. 
Under Consideration 
An influential armed services 
committee source disclospd that 
the draft of post-Korea husbands, 
along with other moves, was under 
consideration in the hope that 
enough men could be obtained for 
a 3.5 million-man armed force 
without drafting of 18-year-olds. 
The spokesman emphasized that 
this 
represents one of several 
plans being studied to increase 
the number of draft-eligible men 
in the 19 through 25 age group. 
Whether 
the 
committee 
will 
adopt such a plan Is problematical. 
If it did, it would probably write 
into 
the 
administration’s

power legislation a provision that 
men who married after June 27, 
1950, shall, for «the purpose of the 
draft, be considered single and 
subject to induction.

Drastic New Cut 
In Meat Rations 
Made In Britain

Britain announced today a drastic 
new cut ht meat rations effective 
Feb. 4. 
Meat-hungry Britons were told 
by Food Minister Maurice Webb 
that their allotment will be reduc­ 
ed from 11% cents worth weekly 
to nine and V.\ cents worth. 
In his announcement in the 
House of Commons Webb said that 
the new cut was made necessary 
“as a result of the loss of supplies 
from Argentina.” 
The British refused recently to 
buy further supplies of meat from 
the Argentine on grounds that 
prices were exorbitant.

TOKYO, Jan. 26.— The 
major hub of Suwon, 17 air 
miles south of Seoul, and its 
key airfield were captured to­ 
day by tank-led U. S. Eighth 
Army troops spearheading a 
limited offensive toward South 
Korea’s Red-occupied capital. 
American and other United 
Nations forces of two U. S. 
Army corps pushed 
north 
along a 25-mile front in West­ 
ern Korea in the second day 
of a comeback drive that met 
stiffened enemy resistance in 
the center but little on the 
flanks. 
The biggest UN assault since 
the retreat from North Korea be­ 
gan was announced at 9 p.m. Fri­ 
day night (7 a.m. EST) in an Eighth 
Army special communique which 
declared: 
“A limited objective attack, not 
heretofore released for security 
reasons. Jumped off at 7:30 «¡m. 
Thursday (5:30 p.m. Wednesday 
EST) in the western sector of the 
UN line.

RUSSIA SEEKS TO DRIVE WEDGE 
I 
Russia’s handling of the recent American, British and 
trench notes on possible four-power talks show striking varia- 
fions. The notes Moscow was answering were much alike. The 
American note, though not provactive, was probably the firm­ 
est of the three. The British note was somewhat more polite, 
the French communication was definitely conciliatory. 
^ 
To the American note, Russia has thus far sent no reply 
at all. 
* 
To the British note, Moscow’s reply was moderate in 
length and tone, merely reiterating without special emphasis 
what has been said in previous notes.' 
To the French, Russia’s reply was long—and full of dark, 
vaguely menacing hints. 
Although the Russian replies were the latest in a long ex­ 
change concerning details of a proposed four-power con­ 
ference, they show no interest in such a conference. Instead, 
they are devoted to answering western charges and inventing 
Counter-charges. Apparently Russia has lost interest in discus­ 
sions since the western powers proposed broadening the talks 
to include other subjects than German rearmament. But she 
has not lost interest in making propaganda to pin the war guilt 
for any bolshevik aggression on its eventual victims. 
And it is notable that she has replied to firmness with 
silence, to formality with formality, and to a conciliatory atti­ 
tude with a tone of intimidation. The prime purpose of Rus­ 
sia’s dissimilar treatment of the three notes is clear. She is 
trying to drive a wedge between France, Britain and the 
United States.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26—Politi 
cal pressures are once again being 
applied to the State Department 
to find suitable diplomatic posts 
for deserving Democrats anxious 
to shine in the world. In one in­ 
stance in particular this pressure 
has resulted in acute embarrass­ 
ment in the department. 
The pressure is on to find a new 
post for Richard C. Patterson, Jr., 
who was at one time American 
Ambassador 
to 
Yugoslavia 
and 
later ambassador to Guatemala. In 
both instances Patterson’s diplo­ 
matic mission ended in undiplo­ 
matic fashion. 
The goverifcnents of both Yugo­ 
slavia and Guatemala are said to 
have sought his withdrawal. While 
he was still ambassador to Yugo­ 
slavia he returned to this country 
and gave a series of paid lectures 
in cities across the country in 
which he undertook to speak “off 
the record” about the Tito dictator­ 
ship. This was in 1947 before Mar­ 
shall Tito had broken with Mos­ 
cow. 
Long Dispute 
In the controversy growing out 
of these 
lectures 
it developed 
there had been a long dispute in 
the State Department over ap­ 
proval of Patterson’s lecture tour. 
It was. of course, a highly unusual 
procedure for an ambassador to 
give paid lectures of a critical na­ 
ture about the country to which he 
was still accredited. 'One who took 
„ strong stand against this prac­ 
tice. according to reports at the 
time, was the then undersecretary, 
Dean Achesort. 
Tentatively, at least, it has been 
indicated to Patterson’s political 
sponsors that he will be given the 
post of Minister to Switzerland. 
He would replace an able career 
diplomat, John Carter Vincent, 


for three years. Vincent, frequent­ 
ly sniped at because of his connec­ 
tion with the administration’s Chi­ 
na policy, would be sent as ambas­ 
sador to Costa Rica. The latter is, 
to put it mildly a quiet assign­ 
ment. 
y 
Important Listening Post 
Switzerland is by contrast one 
of the most important listening 
posts in Europe. The objective of 
American policy has been to woo 
the Swiss by tact and persuasion 
toward cooperation with the West­ 
ern allies and away from the close­ 
ly guarded neutrality which is 
traditional. 
Whether in view of his past rec­ 
ord Patterson is the ideal man for 
this undertaking has been ques­ 
tioned by some who have followed 
his career.

George Allen, so-called 
court jester who recently publish­ 
ed a book called, “Presidents Who 
Have Known Me.”

WASHINGTON, D. C.f Jan. 26—Since the world is round and war 
is hell we needn’t be surprised that the same hesitation has now 
arisen irT Europe that previously arose in Asia. The peace-loving 
countries over there are simply not willing to fight not willing to 
fight a real war. 
We recall that, when the North Korean Reds attacked last June, 
the bulk of the United Nations rallied at least by their votes and to 
the extent of pledging token forces to Mr Truman s 
police action ’ 
against this pigmy aggressor. But the zeal for united action began to 
cool when it appeared that the North Koreans were not alone, and it 
began to evaporate when the Red Chinese crossed the Yalu River in 
November. American leadership was more or less deserted by India, 
Britain and others. Few of our UN allies are willing to brand Red 
China as an aggressor. Even fewer will go along on the next step—the 
waging of war, limited or otherwise, against Red China. 
Similar Situation In Europe 
Now a similar situation begins to shape up in Europe. Britain and 
France were eager to have our help under the Atlantic Pact. After a 
certain amount of pressure, they agreed to make strenuous efforts 
in their own behalves. They agreed, more or less, to the rearming of 
Western Germany. They agreed, that is, to a policy of united action 
which went by the name of “defense,” just as in Asia it went by the 
name of “police action.” 
But now Russia, much as Red China did in Asia, has interjected 
the possible use of that terrifying three-letter word war. In notes to 
Britain and France, the Kremlin has hinted very strongly that any 
rearming of Western Germany will be considered a violation of the 
non-aggression pact which was hailed with such cheers a few years 
ago. Violation of the pact, says Russia, means war. Hence the hesitation. 
Fault Of Our Own Leadership • 
Well, in a way it’s the fault of our own leadership. It’s the fault 
of indulging a certain human weakness wherein men imagine that they 
can avoid an evil thing by coyly refusing to name it by name. It’s a 
time-worn custom, but it has never succeeded in altering the facts. 
Victorians could not bring themselves to discuss sex, but they did not 
abolish it. People still die, no matter how we try to put the matter less 
harshly by saying that they have passed away or gone to their Maker. 
So it is when we try, in Asia, and in Europe, to disguise the fact of 
war or impending war under some less dreadful name. It does not 
change the fact. It only weakens our leadership. 
To be specific, I recall the day a large batch of us went over to 
the Pentagon to attend Gen. Eisenhower’s last press conference there. 
He said that his purpose in going to Europe was “peace—and it is 
nothing else.” But Eisenhower had just come from long conferences 
with President Truman and Secretary Acheson. No doubt he was 
speaking for them, rather than for himself. Certainly he was speaking 
as the official emissary of an Administration which has consistently 
dodged the use of the one word—war—which is the most thought-about 
word in the world today. It is exactly the word which should not be 
dodged, but which should be fearlessly and frankly used in all of our 
doings at home and abroad. 
Opportunity To Make Beginning 
An opportunity to make this beginning will soon turn up. Gen. 
Eisenhower will presently be reporting to Congress and to the nation 
on his Mission to Europe. Ike is the biggest man in America today. 
He has achieved this status by traits of character which do both him 
and the country enormous credit. He is fearless. He is frank. He has 
showed himself to be above personal ambition. These are qualities 
which not only become the man who has them. The same qualities also 
speak well for the country which admires them. The surest way to 
judge a people is by the sort of heroes they raise up. And Ike is a 
genuine hero of the American people. 
The Administration should take the wraps off Eisenhower. He is 
too good a soldier to speak for himself while in uniform. His sense of 
loyalty would not permit him to reflect any disagreement with his 
Commander-in-Chief or to criticize any .policy of the Administration. 
Perhaps there is no disagreement and no criticism in Ike’s mind. But 
we cannot be sure of that so long as he is addressing Congress or the 
people in an official role. 
Therefore, Eisenhower should be allowed to step temporarily out 
of uniform. Ike should be allowed to speak as Ike. That is the only way 
the country can get the full benefit of his frank and fearless character. 
It is probably the only way that the world can hear from an American 
leader who is apt to call a spade a spade and a war a war.

Jobs Give Advice To Gals 
Health Talks

26— More 
than 800 women now holding down 
top-level “men's jobs” advised ca­ 
reer-bent gals that it takes labor— 
I 
not luck—to crash the traditional 
man’s world. 
The distaff models of success 
told labor department interview­ 
ers that neither “luck nor looks", 
but sheer hard work got them 
where they are. 
They were questioned in a sur­ 
vey covering 29 department stores, 
30 insurance companies, 12 banks 
and 166 manufacturing plants in 
Boston. Philadelphia and Chicago. 
The results just released show a 
singular unanimity of opinion 
Nearly all women named the 
“tyranny of men” as the most seri­ 
ous obstacle to advancement in 
the business world. However, they 
felt that tradition and prejudice 
are giving way increasingly to 
competence and initiative. 
But they warned that women, 
more than men. must bear in mind 
that their job performance at any 
level, 
however 
routine, 
affects 
management’s 
attitudes 
toward 
women who aspire to high-level 
jobs. 
Formidable Handicaps 
They named lack of interest, 
lack of ambition, instability, lack 
of technical knowledge and even 
personality traits as “formidable 
handicaps" in overcoming discrim­ 
inatory attitudes of management. 
One woman, a personnel assist­ 
ant in a bank, gave this formula 
for success: 
“Become well prepared for a 
job. 
Watch for advancement pos­ 
sibilities and be quietly aggressive 
Jn going after advancement. 
Be 
^regular in attendance and accept 
th e ‘gripes’ from supervisors and 
co-workers without emotion.” 
An insurance company statis­ 
tician advised: 
“Don’t 
mark time—too 
many 
women work only for the 15th and 
30th and pay as little attention as 
possible to their jobs. 
Learn to 


memorize useful information and 
have it ready when needed.” 
All the women placed emphasis 
on training and education. 
They 
said too many women failed to 
take advantage of the opportuni­ 
ties for special training offered 
them. 
Personality traits were empha­ 
sized by a buyer in a department 
store—the field where women, ac­ 
cording to the survey, have the 
greatest advancement opportuni­ 
ties. 
The buyer advised: 
"Be more gracious and coopera­ 
tive. 
Learn to live and let live. 
Forget your importance—too many 
women believe they are all impor­ 
tant and can’t be replaced.”

January is not all driving snow 
squalls and ice-locked pools and 
biting blasts. All the days of this 
deep-freeze month are not the 
lonesome days Of silver, when only 
stars and falling snowflakes sing. 
Occasionally this month of the 
Snow Moon opens its mailed fist 
and reveals a thoroughly delight­ 
ful pre-vtie of the smiling days 
that lie just around February’s 
corner. Despite their broken pro­ 
mises these welcome Interludes 
temper the winds to shorn spirits 
struggling in the slough of Win­ 
ter's despondency. 
The mercury was heading for 
the sixties when I closed the desk 
for the weekend. Great powder 
puffs of soft-white cumulus fled 
across the baby-blue sky. 
The 
spanking breeze was soft and 
warm, laden with the verv breath 
of springtime. 
Magically 
t h e 
greens humers appeared along the 
roadside, their sharp knives alert 
for hardy dandelion which had 
greened 
beneath 
the 
softening 
snow. 
Flies Bum Around 
While I collected hiking stick 
and boots from the cellar, house­ 
flies 
buzzed 
against 
the 
sun- 
warmed window panes and a lady 
beetle came out of hibernation to 
stroll about over the glass. 
All 
the 
neighborhood 
b r o o k l e t s 
worked overtime to freight off 
their quotas as the frost came out 
of the ground and the iron skelton 
of Winter changed to the spongy 
background of April. 
I left the car on a solid spot and 
sauntered down a remote country 
roadway. 
A sleek mole scurried 
across and dug down through the 
debris almost at my feet, in the 
reflected warmth of a roadside 
quarry the bright sun had brought 
out one of the social wasps. She 
explored the whole area, as active i 
and alert as though it were Mid- 
July. 
Wide Circle Through Fields 
Leaving the roadway I made a 
wide circle through the fields, fi­ 
nally arriving at the head of a 
brier-tangled gorge which leads 
down through some difficult ter­ 
rain. A bed of the shining club 
moss offered a comfortable spot 
to watch the passing show. Here 
I loafed in the sun for a lazy half 
hour, while a song sparrow scolded 
and a party of tree sparrows for­ 
aged for an afternoon snack. 
Most of the leaves in the mulch 
blanket had been packed so flat 
by the recent heavy snows that 
they presented a glued-down ap­ 
pearance. The few that the search­ 
ing breeze had managed to pry 
loose gathered in little groups and 
whirled in dervish dances as the 
guests swept by. Bits of gossamer 
material floated by, riding the up­ 
drafts out of the gorge and across 
the wide countryside. 
I stopped long enough to in 
scribe my writing name on the 
unmarred surface of a gigantic 
bracket lichen, and then worked 
my way out through the tangled 
windfalls to the roadway. Anoth­ 
er quarter-mile brought me to the 
bank of a wide creek at a point 
just across from the rock outcrops 
where the rare walking fern has 
set up a number of thriving colon 
lee. 
Stream Above Normal 
The stream was at a level slight­ 
ly above normal, but I chose i 
wide riffle and plunged in. 
My 
knee boots were "tall” enough to 
turn the trick and took me through 
safely. I clambered about the rock 
facings, finding several new colo­ 
nies of the walking fern and very 
nearly falling into the creek when 


1 tramped on one pf those infernal 
slippery sticks pointing straight 
down hill and artfully concealed 
by the fallen leaves. 
It was an easy chore to retrace 
my course through the stream. 
The car rolled homeward through 
th e sun-drenched countryside. 
There were sucker fishermen eag­ 
erly alert at favorite holes where 
the road neared the fishing wat­ 
ers. 
Twice I heard robins scold­ 
ing happily—probably robins who 
had never left their sheltered val­ 
leys last Fall—but robins just the 
same. The only thing missing was 
a small boy watching his kite hang 
up there in the balmy breeze. 
Along the way I picked up two 
more heavy cocoons to add to the 
collection which will furnish en­ 
tertainment on opr back porch. 
As the afternoon wore on the 
clouds moved in to contest the 
sun’s authority. 
By midnight a 
cold drizzle broke the magic spell 
of the January “thaw”, and the 
next morning found the mercury 
in the mid-lwcnties while snow 
flurries scurried ahead of the chill 
wind.

for robbery. 
Toht. who had exhausted every 
legal remedy except an appeal 
to the U. S. supreme court, said: 
Glei Strain Is Over 
“In a way I'm glad the strain is 
over. I’m man enough to take my 
i punishment. It’s a relief to know’ 
I'm headed back and that I'll get 
it over with. After all. it’s not the 
electric chair.” 
Florida police said they did not 
, have the money to return Toht to 


prison when he was twice picked 
up by Dayton police during the 
early 1940’s. 
But when he said he wanted to 
return to Florida as a painter and 
ask about his status in November, 
1949. the southern officials re­ 
plied with a warrant for his ar­ 
rest. 
Since then, Toht has engaged in 
many court fights and even made 
a personal plea to the governor 
of Ohio io avoid extradition. 
But he lost all the rounds. 
Toht said^he did not appeal to 


the U. S. supreme court because 
such a move would exhaust all his 
resources and those of his 76-year- 
old mother.

-EIGHTEEN- 
Gives His Recollections Qf 
Beaver And Erie Canal 


By WILLIAM H. AUBEL 
In the legislative session of 1822- 
1823 the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth 
of 
Pennsylvania 
passed a bill authorizing the sur- 
vev of a canal route to link the 
Great Lakes with the Ohio River. 
This survey was made and the 
route 
bordering 
the 
Shenango 
River was selected as the most 
feasible. State elections and other 
riidEficiriUes interfered with im­ 
mediate construction activity and 
the execution of the project lagged. 
The movement was later revived 
by citizens of the communities con­ 
cerned who foresaw the advantages 
of such a waterway. At a meeting 
of those interested, held in Mercer, 
an organization was effected to 
push the project. Legislative action 
followed and by 1844 the enter­ 
prise had been carried so far as to 
see the launching of two boats, one 
a packet, or passenger boat named 
“Queen of the West." the other a 
freighter bearing the name “R. S. 
Reed." The latter carried a cargo 
of Mercer county coal for delivery 
in Erie. This shipment was the 
first coal seen in that city and its 
disposal is a story in itself. The 
following account written by Hen­ 
derson D. Bell and published some 
years ago in the “Sharon Herald" 
may be pertinent in this connec- 
iion: 
. A story was told of Wil­ 
liam 
Fruit of' Clarksville, who 
shortly after the canal was finished 
in the early ’40’s took a boat load 
(of coal! to Erie. His new fuel was 
not known and he had to consume 
tons of it to demonstrate that it 
would burn and was superior to 
wood for cooking and heating pur­ 
poses. He could not make a sale of 
his cargo, so decided to dump it 
into the lake. 
At that moment 
Pufus Reed, a large shareholder 
in the canal, took an interest in the 
cargo and bought it for $2 a ton. 
giving his 60-day note, which Mr. 
Fruit 
discounted. 
He 
returned 
home a sadder, but wiser, man. . .” 
In these reminiscences I am giv­ 
ing from personal observation and 
actual experience my memories of 
toe operation of the canal. 
My 
boyhood home was only a few rods 
distant from the canal.

was whether there was sufficient 
water available for navigation. It 
was found that by using Conneaut 
Lake as a feeder north to Erie and 
south 
to 
Beaver that 
problem 
could be solved. It was necessary' 
to utilize as well the streams from 
the watershed along the route. An 
occasional stretch of slackwater in 
the Shenango was also of service. 
This so-called slackwater was cre­ 
ated by building a dam and rout­ 
ing the canal into this. Orie of 
these, almost a mile in extent, was 
located at Big Bend and there was 
also one at Sharpsville. The route 
was in the main fairly level with 
just sufficient grade for the south­ 
ward flow. 
The course of the 
canal ran north and south. 
The wmrking out of countless de­ 
tails great and small in the con­ 
struction of the project demanded 
an engineering competence almost 
equal to that exacted by the great 
Panama Canal On a journey that 
ljiad the privilege of making some 
years ago through that great water­ 
way, I saw nothing that surpassed, 
save in magnitude, the accomplish­ 
ment of the men who built our 
Beaver and Erie Canal, except of 
course 
the 
great 
Culebra 
Cut 
through the mountain range on 
the Isthmus. However everything 
there had to be made to accom­ 
modate ocean-going vessels. 
But to come back to our canal. 
At one place, t recall, water from 
adjacent land approached the ca­ 
nal at too low a point to empty 
into the channel and the flow had 
to be taken care of bv a sluiceway 
under the canal. Every provision 
was made for the regulation of the 
supply of water at all seasons. This 
was done by constructed spillways 
along the route. Care was taken to 
insure o w n e r s of farm 
land 
through 
which 
the 
canal 
ran, 
against inconvenience in reaching 
their divided fields. Bridges were 
built where necessary to facilitate 
passing back and forth. On one of 
these bridges I remember how my 
brqther and I would stand with 
baskets of vegetables to sell to 
the boatmen. They would empty 
the produce on the deck and hand 
us up the baskets at the other side 
as the boat passed under. 
Gradient Too Steep 
At certain points the gradient 
became too steep for quietly flow­ 
ing water. This situation was met 
by the construction of locks. These 
structures were of cut stone which 
demanded a high degree of crafts­ 
manship since each single block 
was dressed on three sides and 
both ends—the upper and lower 
“beds.” the two butt edges and the 
face or exposure. Many of these 
stones were each so large that a 
single one would cover an entire 
wagon rack and be all a stout team | 
could pull. I realized this w hen! 
after the canal was abandoned 11 
saw the stones removed and taken ' 
to the nearest railroad point fo r; 
shipment to Erie where they were ; 
used 
in 
building 
the 
massive 
Roman Catholic Cathedral. They1 
are still there to see. 
These locks, as I have said, were 
built wherever the gradient re­ 
quired. Some were several miles 
apart, but there were three near j 
Sy boyhood home about one mile 
om each other. At the northern 
terminus ^of the canal they were so 
close that boats were let out of one 
into the other. This was the case 
at Lockport, so named from the 
many locks. 
My recollection of a canal boat 
brings back the memory of a craft 
about 10 feet wide and perhaps 60 
feet long and 7 or 8 feet from floor 
to deck. There were three cabins, 
one aft, one in the bow, and one 
amidship. The two end cabins pro­ 
vided living quarters and the other 


sheltered the horses. The cargo 
was stowed in the space Between. 
Two sets of horses, two to a 
team, alternated in pulling the 
boat 
When working they were 
hitched tandem to the tow line or 
rope. In changing teams a gang­ 
plank was laid from the tow path 
to the boat. The steering apparatus 
consisted of a long heavy lever or 
sweep coming up over the rear and 
connected with an upright paddle 
or rudder which directed the "in'’ 
or “out" motion of the boat. When 
boats met the downbound boat 
would edge over to the “berm” or 
opposite side of the towpath and 
drop its towline below the surface 
of the water. The other boat would 
cross it and continue on its way. 
Boatmen Whistled 
We are accustomed to hear trains 
whistle for station stops. On the 
canal the boatman would blow a 
blast on a horn when approaching 
a lock as a signal to let the lock 
tender know how to set the lock 
for an approaching up or down- 
bound boat. The lock had to be 
full for the latter and empty for 
the former. The up-bound boat en­ 
tering the empty lock would have 
to wait for it to fill and then pro­ 
ceed. There was a house at each 
lock for the tender and his family. 
He had to attend to all the boats. 
The owner of the boat was the 
operator. 
The Panama Canal engineer did 
not have to use a device that was 
in operation on the Beaver and 
Erie waterway. This was an “aqua- 
duct” of which our canal had sev­ 
eral. The one with which I was 
familiar was at New Hamburg 
where the canal had to be carried 
over Lowango Run, another was at 
Elk Creek, Erie County. Of places 
of importance other than populous 
transportation centers, Big Bend 
merits special mention. First call­ 
ed Shenango, it was a receiving 
and shipping point for all south­ 
eastern Mercer County and so vital 
to local trade that the road from 
“Big Bend" to Mercer was laid 
with three-inch plank, thus mak­ 
ing it an all-weather road. The dis­ 
tance was about 6 miles and the 
name, "The Plank Road" long sur­ 
vived the discontinuance of the 
: canal. 
To sum up, it was 17 years from 
the start to the completion of con­ 
struction. The canal was in opera­ 
tion for 27 years—from 1844 to 
1871. 
With it passed an era in 
transportation and leisurely travel 
yielding to the age of steam and 
rail, with not impossibly in the 
foreseeable future the prospect of 
air-borne cargoes hurtling through 
I the skies with such speed and effi- 
jciency as the traders and boatmen 
of the long-dead canal days never 
dreamed.

Going back to the subject of 
locks, there doesn’t seem to have 
been necessary to have any locks 
between Sharpsville and New Cas­ 
tle, the grade being as required. 
But there was a slack-water begin­ 
ning at Grant Street down to a 
dam, constructed below the Wash­ 
ington Street bridge, this being to 
divert the water flow into the cut­ 
off from the Shenango River to 
the Neshannock Creek which form­ 
ed an approach to the city locks, 
which were located at or near 
where the New Castle Dry Goods 
building now stands. 
While excavating for thg piers of 
the new highway bridge over the 
Neshannock 
Creek 
there 
were 
found timbers, which no doubt, 
were part of a spillway to the 
original channel of the creek. The 
canal continued on flown through 
the Shenango Valley past a junc­ 
tion of a Mahoning Valley canal 
that continued in to Youngstown, 
and of course, the canal terminated 
at Beaver where it connected with 
the Ohio River waterway. 
This Beaver and 
Erie 
canal 
served its purpose in the period in 
which it existed, then in due time, 
progressive factors brought about 
the railroad which absorbed the 
out-moded transportation 
for a 
speedier method. 
This was done so thoroughly 
that the railroads were built on the 
towpath of the canal at two places

Yfhat Is Best Time Of Year To Be Born? 
4 
February And 
March,Research Proves 


By HENRY C. NICHOLAS 
(Central Frcea Correspondent) 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 26— 
It is no accident, says Dr. Ells­ 
worth Hundington of Yale univer­ 
sity, that the birthdays of our two 
greatest historical figures, George 
Washington and Abraham Lincoln, 
both fall in the month of Febru­ 
ary. 
Babies born in February and 
March live more than the average 
span of life and a larger propor­ 
tion of them are geniuses and 
achieve distinction in life than 
is true of babies born in other 
months. The next best month in 
which to be born is January. 
These are the findings in a study 
of millions of births in the North­ 
ern 
Hemisphere 
made 
by 
Dr. 
Huntington. The season at which 
people are bom has far greater 
importance than is generally sup­ 
posed. This was true of our primi­ 
tive ancestors and in spite of the 
great changes in living conditions 
it is still true today. 
A study of 1,300 scientists in 
"American 
Men 
of 
S c i e n c e , 
•tarred because they were recog­ 
nized by their colleagues as being 
the 
most 
eminent, 
revealed 
a 
storng tendency to be bom in 
January, February and March. 


A similar seasonal distribution 
of birth was found in tabulating 
12,000 people in “Who’s Who in 
America.’’ In a list of 2,650 of the 
world’s most eminent persons, 382 
were bora in February in contrast 
with 149 in June. 
There was a rhythm in concep­ 
tion and birth periods among our

prehistoric ancestors. It was not 
fixed like animals, said Dr. Hunt­ 
ington, but was probably set by 
weather conditions under which 
primitive man lived. This rhythm 
has not entirely worn off with the 
growth of civilization. 
It has long been known that 
European races and the people of 
North America have two definite 
climatic optima, or sets of most 
favorable conditions. 
One optimum is physical, and its 
chief feature is an average tem­ 


perature for the day and night 
together of about 60 Fahrenheit. 
The other is mental and is esti­ 
mated at about 39 degrees aver­ 
age for the day and night. 
Why are these two optima of 
temperature? It is now thought 
the answer to this puzzling ques­ 
tion can be found in an inherit­ 
ance from our most primitive an­ 
cestors. 
The conditions governing season 
of birth among prehistoric maiw 
apparently explains the physical 
as well as the mental optimum of 
temperature. 
Births in February come from 
conceptions in the previous May. 
This is the natural breeding- 
season when all Nature renews it­ 
self and human bodies are at their 
physical peak. 
Primitive babies born in Febru­ 
ary and March in Northern Hemi­ 
sphere climate would have a better 
chance to live and be healthy. 
From that time onward the food 
becomes better in quantity and 
quality, and both the mother and 
child are w’ell fed. 
The February and March child 
of our early ancestors had advan­ 
tages like those which make it 
best for lambs to be born in April, 
and robins to be hatched in May.

LONDON. Jan. 26.—Health of­ 
ficials of Merseyside in northwest 
England 
estimated

more than 4.000 persons have died 
in their district in the influenza 
epidemic since the start ol the 
year. 
The death loll in the Liverpool 
area alone was put at 2.075. 
Some medical men meanwhile 
attributed the wave of sickness af­ 
flicting Britons to reduced phys­ 
ical resistance resulting from a 
badly balanced 
British austerity 
diet, coupled with nervous tension 
and a cold winter. 
Doctors assert this the worst 
winter for illness that Britain has 
ever known. 
Crippling Industry 
The serious epidemic of influ­ 
enza and grippe is crippling the 
output from important industrial 
centers. 
Hospitals are crowded, 
doctors are 
working throughout 
the day and night to stem illnesses. 
One American doctor who lias a 
large 
public 
health 
practice 
in 
London declared emphatically that 
susceptibility to attack was duo to 
the hadlv balanced diet the pres­ 
ent scale of food allows the aver­ 
age Briton. 
The health ministry says that 
the outbreak came to Britain from 
the Scandinavian and low coun­ 
tries and that seamen were the 
obvious carriers of the flu virus. 
In the thickly populated areas 


around Liverpool and Newcastle,

Scandinavain $eabornc goods, the 
virulence of the disease is greater 
and more intense than in the coun­ 
tries of origin. 
Worst Season 
Dr. Frank Gray, secretary of ti e 
London medical committee, who 
is the only doctor perm itted by the 
medical association to speak for 
quotation, declared on behalf of 
his 6,000 medical members that in 
normal circumstances the epidemic 
would not be serious. 
Dr. Gray said: 
“The trouble is not the virus 
but the patient. 
“Anyway, this is the worst sea­ 
son for illness. 
There was a very 
cold spell just before Christmas, 
and now there is a fuel shortage. 
“Added to this are the strains 
and worries which reduce the pa­ 
tient's physical resistance—things 
such as the fear of another war 
and the imminence of the call-up 
for national service.

On December 26, 1950, the Unit­ 
ed States Patent Office granted 
patent 
number 2,535,979 on a 
“mechanism for ejecting articles 
from elevators” to Frank J. Witte, 
Ellwood City. Pa. 
This invention pertains to ap­ 
paratus upon which elongated arti­ 
cles can be conveyed in the direc-. 
tion of their length, and then lift­ 
ed and automatically ejected side­ 
ways 
onto a 
fixed skid 
after 
they have been raised to the 
height of such skid. 
Ordinarily, 
these steps have been performed 
manually, with the result that 
operations have been slow, and it 
should be noted that equipment of 
this type is adapted particularly 
for handling pipe sections in con­ 
nection with upsetting machines 
in which pipe ends are processed 
preparatory to threading. 
To overcome the limitations of 
their prior practice, Mr. Witte has 
devised a novel mechanism con­ 
sisting essentially of a number of 
pedestals within each of w'hich a 
vertically moving lifting element 
is raised and lowered by means of 
some suitable power source locat­ 
ed preferably beneath the floor of 
the mill. The upper end of each 
lifting element has a U-shaped 
fixture which supports a grooved 
rotatable roller, and the pipe or 
other elongated article is position­ 
ed on such roller by longitudinal 
movement. Each of these elevator 
assemblies is adapted for simul­ 
taneous travel with respect to each 
other and is set up in alignment 
alongside a fixed skid. 
As the particular feature of Mr 


Witte’s construction, a lever and 
chain are mounted in conjunction 
with the aforementioned U-shaped 
fixture so that, as each lifting ele­ 
ment is raised, its associated lever 
is caused to pivot until, eventually 
and at the proper height, the pipe 
section is pushed thereby onto the 
skids. 
As the lifting element is 
lowered, a counter weight returns 
the lever to its starting position. 
It is claimed that the arrange­ 
ment of this invention renders 
fully automatic a job that is ordi­ 
narily performed manually. 
The application for this patent,

Only a very few 
stocks are selling at their "20-year 
highs”. 
All the above causes the wisest 
investors to be neither bullish nor 
bearish just now. 
They believe 
stocks are good for income, but 
not for speculation. 
The stock 
market is very selective and the 
war outlook is very uncertain— 
either way. 
We are now doing 
right to prepare actively for World 
War III; but it may not come for 
years. 
Our hurried preparations 
may be useless. 
What Mr. Hoover Believes 
Mr. Hoover apparently believes 
that, unless there is a revolution 
in Russia, all of Europe—war or 
no war—may, for a period of 
vears. try communism and that no 
War III can prevent it. 
He also 
thinks that the Russians now have 
no intention of striking North or 
South America unless we attack 
Russia. 
He believes we should 
now avoid war and concentrate on 


strengthening the United States 
militarily, economically and spir­ 
itually until the Europeans unite 
and show an enthusiasm to fight 
communism. 
Under this Hoover 
policy our markets should hold up. 
If we should get into war with 
Russia and one or more of our 
cities are bombed, the stock ex­ 
changes would be closed to pre­ 
vent financial panic. 
Everything 
—securities, 
commodities, 
rents, 
banks and wages—would be fro­ 
zen. We would be ruled by a dic­ 
tator and stocks would go down 
Those who expect war should not 
buy stocks—certainly not unless 
they are very carefully selected 
by experts. 
Inflation, however, 
should help a few stocks. 
Stocks vs. Homes 
Certainly, anyone who does not 
own a house and an acre of land 
in a safe country village, should 
make such his first investment 
war or no war. Many such places 
—well located, with water, fuel 
and neighbors—can be purchased 
today for one-third what it would 
cost to build them. 
I’m not ad 
vising their purchase for immedi­ 
ate occupancy; but for insurance 
and security. 
Next, keep healthy, have a good 
bank account and a job which will 
give you a living. 
If you are de­ 
pendent partly on investment in 
come, then* buy a very broad list 
of 30 stocks which have paid divi­ 
dends for many years and which 
should give you about 5 per cent.

Orders Rollback Of 
Cattle Hide Prices 
To Lasl November 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26,—(INS) 
—P r i c e 
Administrator 
DiSalle 
sought to 
head off threatened 
shoe price increases Thursday by 
ordering a rollback of "15 percent 
or more” in cattle hide prices. 
DiSalle directed .the hide in­ 
dustry to reduce its prices to the 
highest level prevailing between 
last November 1 and November 
30 and ordered them frozen at that 
point until specific dollars-and- 
cents ceilings are worked out. 
Stabilization officials said this 
would mean a rollback of 15 per 
cent or more. They explained that 
hide prices have jumped sharply 
since the first of the year, rising 
an average of six cents a pound. 
Shoe 
manufacturers 
recently 
protested the increases to DiSalle 
and urged a rollback, they said 
that otherwise shoe prices would 
have to be raised, 
i 
DiSalle’s rollback directive ap­ 
plied to cattle hides, kips and calf 
skins. 
It was the second price freeze 
order issued by the government. 
The first came last month and 
froze new automobile prices at 
December 1 levels.
